REPORT 


On  the  boundary  line  of  Newmarket  and  South  Newmarket . 

While  making  a  careful  examination  of  the  real  estate  in 
your  town  in  September  last,  we  observed  that  changes  have 
been  made  in  this  property  which  we  think  requires  the  at- 
tention of  your  citizens.  It  is  recorded  in  the  records  of  the 
town. 

"  Section  10. 

Whereas  the  dividing  line  between  said  towns  crops  the 
homestead  farms  of  sundry  persons,  all  that  part  of  such  farms 
which  are  now  owned  by  persons  residing  in  South  New- 
market, as  may  be  situated  in  Newmarket,  shall,  for  nil  pur- 
poses of  taxation,  be  deemed  and  considered  to  be  a  part  of 
said  town  of  South  Newmarket ;  and  all  that  part  of  such 
farms  which  are  now  owned  by  persons  residing  in  New- 
market, as  may  be  situated  in  South  Newmarket,  shall,  for 
all  purposes  of  taxation,  be  deemed  and  considered  to  be  a 
part  of  said  town  of  Newmarket. 

The  farm  owned,  at  that  time,  by  the  towns  of  Newmarket 
and  South  Newmarket,  has  been  owned  by  the  former  town 
for  several  years  past.  Sonic  thirty  acres  of  this  farm  lie  in 
South  Newmarket. 

The  farm  owned  June,  1«41),  by  Thomas  Chesley  ,  has  since 
fallen  to  his  heirs,  and  is  divided  into  three  parts  ;  most  of 
two  of  these  parts  (70  acres)  are  in  South  Newmarket.  On 
one  portion,  owned  by  Henry  Chesley,  is  a  dwelling-house, 
erected  on  the  boundary  line  of  the  towns.  (The  Mr.  Ches- 
ley is  apparently  a  resident  of  South  Newmarket.)  In  regard 
to  the  remaining  homesteads  croping  into  the  two  towns,  wc 
think  it  would  be  no  disadvantage  to  your  town  if  the  line 
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was  drawn  straight  without  any  exceptions,  the  same  as  the 
boundary  lines  of  Epping,  Exeter,  and  othei  towns. 

It  seems  to  us  that  the  two  mentioned  homesteads  are  de- 
stroyed already.  Yet  the  Selectmen  of  Newmarket  claim 
them  as  before.  It  is  doubtless  a  matter  that  should  be  de- 
cided by  the  Legislature.  We  respectfully  submit  this  report 
for  your  consideration,  hoping  it  will  receive  due  attention, 
for  the  matter,  as  it  now  stands,  is  a  complicated  one,  and 
that  some  steps  will  be  taken  towards  establishing  a  more 
clear  and  permanent  town  line,  which  we  think  will  be  better 
for  both  towns,  and  continue  the  harmony  and  genial  feeling 
which  has  long  existed  between  them. 


REPORT 

OF  THE 

Superintending  School  Committee. 


Your  Committee  respectfully  ask  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing Annual  Report : 

It  has  been  my  special  aim  to  make  myself  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  the  condition  and  practical  workings  of  every 
grade  of  our  schools  ;  and  in  passing  to  make  such  sugges- 
tions to  teachers  and  pupils  as  seemed  advisable. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  give  a  detailed  description  of  our 
schools,  only  such  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  observations 
which  seem  to  me  most  important  to  be  communicated. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  in  town  attending  school 
not  less  than  two  weeks,  is  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven.  The 
amount  of  money  required  to  be  raised  hy  law,  $900.00  ; 
raised  in  addition,  $600.00  ;  received  from  the  Literary  Fund, 
$73;  making,  in  all.  $1573.00.  or  about  10.00  to  each 
scholar. 

DISTRICT  ISO.  1. 
This  district  embraces  three  schools,   viz.     The  High, 
Intermediate  and  Primary  school.    Total  number  of  scholars 
140.    Length  of  schools  the  past  year  thirty-one  weeks,  di- 


vided  into  three  terms  of  eleven  weeks  each,  and  one  term 
of  nine  weeks. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  High  Sehool  was  taught  during  the  year,  (with  the 
exception  of  three  weeks  in  last  term),  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Per- 
kins. Whole  number  of  pupils  thirty-three.  Average  at- 
tendance twenty-five.    Wages  of  teacher,  per  month,  $75. 

The  intelligence  of  the  pupils  in  this  school,  their  interest 
in  the  studies,  and  the  high  degree  of  proficiency  exhibited 
by  many  of  them,  are  some  indications  of  the  faithfulness 
and  efficiency  of  their  teacher.  * 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Perkins,  who  for  two 'years  has 
discharged  the  duties  of  teacher  in  this  school,  was  reluctant- 
ly received.  Mr.  Perkins  has  been  scrupulously  faithful 
and  eminently  successful,  and  given  entire  satisfaction  to 
those  most  interested  in  the  schools'  welfare.  The  vacancy 
made  by  this  resignation  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  C.  H.  Knight,  a  teacher  of  high  literary  attainments, 
who  filled  the  position  with  success. 

The  list  of  text-books  used  in  this  school  are — Franklin's 
Fifth  and  Sixth  Readers  ;  Quackenboss'  Grammar  ;  Electic 
Series  of  Geographies;  Walton's  Arithmetic;  Greenleaf's 
Algebra:  Greenleaf's  Geometry;  Lossing's  IT.  S.  History  ; 
Anderson's  Ancient  History,  Natural  Philosophy,  Rhetoric 
and  Book-Keeping. 

INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOL. 

The  Intermediate  School  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
C.  Flora  Hayes.  Whole  number  of  scholars  forty-five  ;  aver- 
age attendance  thirty-eight ;  wages  of  teacher,  per  month 
$40.00. 

This  school  made  good  improvement  the  last  term.  The 
teacher  has  labored  with  zeal  and  fidelity,  but  the  school  is 
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susceptible  of  much  higher  excellence  than  has  yet  been  at- 
tained. 

Roll  of  Honor.— Nellie  Austin,  Mary  GHdden  and  Annie 
Purington  were  not  absent  during  the  year.  Ella  Austin  and 
Hugh  Kelley  were  not  absent  during  the  second  and  third 
terms. 

The  text-books  used  in  this  school  are — "Franklin's  Third, 
Fourth  and  Fifth  Readers  ;  Walton's  Mental  and  Practical 
Arithmetic ;  Elcctic  Series  oi  Geographies ;  Quackenboss* 
Grammar. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOL. 

The  Primary  School  has  been  under  the  instruction  of  Miss 
llattie  E.  Sanborn.  Whole  number  of  scholars  sixty-two  ; 
average  attendance  during  the  year  forty-nine  ;  wages  of  teach- 
er per  month  $40.00. 

This  school  has  maintained  its  former  creditable  condition, 
and  it  is  believed  it  has  never  been  more  successful  and  effi- 
cient than  the  past  year. 

The  text-books  used  are — "Franklin's  First,  Second  and 
Third  Readers ;  Walton's  Primary  Arithmetic ;  Electic 
Series  Geography,  No.  1." 


DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

This  school  was  taught  during  the  year  by  M.  Addie  Fi- 
field.  Length  of  school  twenty-six  weeks — one  term  of  twelve 
weeks  and  one  term  of  fourteen  weeks  ;  whole  number  of 
scholars  seventeen  ;  average  attendance  for  the  year  eleven  ; 
wages  of  teacher  per  month  $34.00. 

Edith  M.  Fogg  and  Laura  A.  Smith  were  neither  ab- 
sent, tardy  or  dismissed  during  the  year.  Flora  Alice  Foss 
was  absent  but  one  half-day  during  the  year  on  account  of 
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sickness  ;  Ida  15.  Jones  and  Flora  E.  Smith  were  neither 
absent,  tardy  or  dismissed  during  the  summer  term. 

The  text-books  used  are — "Franklin's  Readers  ;  Walton's 
Arithmetics ;  Eclectic  Series  Geographies ;  Quackenboss' 
Grammar:  Greenleaf's  Algebra;  U.  S.  History  ;  Physiol- 
ogy. 

Notwithstanding  some  adverse  circumstances  this  school 
gave  good  evidence  of  faithful  and  successful  work  on  the 
part  of  both  pupils  and  teacher.  The'  agreeable  duty  falls 
on  me  of  congratulating  this  district  upon  the  completion  of 
their  new  school  house. 

When  we  compare  this  building  with  the  one  which  has 
been  made  to  serve  the  purpose  for  so  many  years, this  seems 
almost  extravagant. 

The  general  plan  of  the  building  and  the  manner  in  which 
the  work  appears  to  have  been  done  reflect  credit  alike  on 
all  those  concerned  in  its  design  and  construction,  and  upon 
the  Building  Committee  who  supervised  the  work.  It  has 
been  erected  with  the  greatest  thoroughness  and  adaptability 
to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended,  and  it  stands  to-day 
the  best  example  of  school  architecture  in  town, — commodi- 
ous, convenient  and  comfortable  in  all  its  arrangements. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  Primary  School  in  District 
No.  1  continues  to  be  an  evil,  but  it  might  be  very  easily 
remedied  by  classing  the  school  either  b}T  age  or  scholarship, 
one  class  attending  the  morning  session,  the  other  in  the 
afternoon.  The  improvement  would  no  doubt  be  greater  than 
at  present ;  the  teacher,  relieved  of  the  care  of  so  man}'  lit- 
tle ones;  would  have  more  time  to  devote  to  the  work  of  in- 
struction. 

This  is  not  a  matter  to  be  seltled  by  abstract  reasoning. 
It  is  to  be  determined  by  experiment.  It  is  no  new  question. 
It  has  been  discussed  and  considered  by  competent  educa- 
tors, and  it  is  generally  conceded  that  one  session  a  day  for 
infant  classes  produces  better  results  than  two  sessions.  It  is 
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little  less  than  d  iwnright  cruelty  to  conline  little  children  in 
a  school  house  six  hours  a  da}',  and  we  hope  that  regard  for 
their  future  welfare,  moralty,  mentally  and  physicalfv,  will 
induce  parents,  if  possible,  to  adopt  the  one  session  experi- 
ment in  our  primary  schools.  Another  reason  might  be  urged 
in  favor  of  one  session,  that  is,  by  adopting  it  we  should 
combine  econonvy  with  efficiency  so  as  to  produce  the  best 
results  with  the  least  cost,  thereby  saving  money  to  the  dis- 
trict, and  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  building  another 
school  house  until  there  is  a  greater  demand  for  one. 

The  entire  condition  of  our  schools  has  been  steadily  im- 
proving for  the  last  few  yea>-s,  and  at  no  previous  period  in 
their  history  have  they  generally  clone  better  than  during  the 
past  year,  although  they  have  not  reached  the  highest  point 
of  perfection.  We  believe  all  who  are  engaged  in  "the  work 
of  instruction  are,  with  a  commendable  degree  of  fidelity, 
endeavoring  to  discharge  their  respective  duties.  The  teach- 
ers have  an  important  task  to  perform?  and  they  need  espe- 
cial encouragement  and  assistance. 

I  am  under  great  obligations  to  the  Prudential  Committees, 
Messrs.  Charles  E.  Durell  and  George  B.  Wiggin,  for  their 
hearty  cooperation  in  advancing  the  interests  of  our  schools. 

The  period  covered  by  this  report  completes  my  first  year 
of  service  in  this  office.  If  I  have  not  accomplished  all  I 
could  ha\  j  desired, I  have  done  all  that  was  in  my  power  ;  and 
now  cheerfully  submit,  with  this  report,  all  my  doings  to 
your  judgment.
